the Emperour to make a deciſton of the 
difference: And in the meanertime,chere 
ſhall no more Church-Poſleſſions be ta- 
ken away from the Catholikes. 

The Archbiſhoprick of Fagdebourg 
ſhall cemaine to Duke Auguſtus, ſonne to 
the EleCtor of Saxonie ,, during his life,

TheElector of Saxonie ſhall have the 
Selgnories and Bayliwickes of Q#zrfurt, 
Tuterbock, Dama, and Borck ; which Pie- 
ces he ſhall hold in Fee of the Arch- 
biſhoprick of lagdebonre.

If the Dukes of Meckelbwrgh doe accept 
theſe Arriclesof Pacification, they ſhall 
be received into the Amneſtia, according 
as is contained in the particular Order 
made concerning that matter. 

The Electors, Princes, and States of 
the Confeſſion of Aufpurgh ſhall reſtore 
co the Emperour , and to the Catholike 
Electors, Princes,& States, his aſſiſtants, 
as alſo unto the Duke of Lorraine, their 
Countreyes , Lands, Seignories, Cities, 
Townes , Caſtles , and all thac belongs 
unto them. Yet nevertheleſle,chey ſhall 
not be tyed to make reſtitution of the 
Revenues received, nor of. their charges 
expended in the Warre ; but they ſhall 
not carry away the Ordnance, nor their 
moveable goods,out of the places which 
they ſhall give up. 

Aydeand aſſiſtance thall be given,by a 
conjunction of Armes and Forces, to re- 
cover that which the Crowne of France, 
the Crowne of Sweden, and the States of 
the Empire, which will not conforme 
themſelves to this preſent Treatie , doc 
poſleite within the Empire.

'The Emperour hath excluded our of

{1nce that his Imperiall Majeftie,for the

The Emperour will take .it to his 
charge, to-publiſh, notifie, and alſo to

it: He will exhort and ſlirre up every 


one to joyne his Armes to thoſe of his 
Imperiall Majeſtic, and co ſignifie in 
what ſtace, condition, and WS hee 
findes himſclfe,and what his Forces are: 
Which ſ1gnification, or advertiſement, 
every man thall give, cither to the Em- 
perour himſelfe., or ( 1f he cannot doc 
reaſon of the dangerouſneſle of

totheElector of Saxenie, or to the Ele- 
Ctors of ents, ( ollen, Bavaria, or tothe 
 generall and principall Officers. .

purpoſe , the Emperour ſhall continue

one, which ſhall be called, The Armic of 
bir. Imperial Majeſtie , and of the ſacred 
Empire. 

The Eleaor of Sqxonie ſhall com- 
mand the fourth part of the ſaid Armie, 
in a Body by it ſclfe; and the King of 
Hungarie ſhall command the other three 

arts, in another Body, or in divers, as ic 
ſhall be found expedient. 

The ſaid Armie ſhall be cmployed 
againſt all thoſe that ſhall oppoſe this 


Treatie of Pacification,or that ſhall not. 


be willing to give uſe that they polleſle. 
All che Bodies of their Arnues,, and 


all their Generalls and Officers , fhall: 


ſweare allegeance tothe Emperour. 
Yet notwithſtanding,the King of Hun- 


ere, and the Blector of Saxonie, when

they ſhall command in perſon, ſhall not 
be ſummoned: to take their corporal! 
Oath ; bur it ſhall ſuffice, that they en- 
gage their Word , Honour, and Dig- 
nitie , Royall and Electorall , reſpe- 
Ctively. 

The Emperour will cauſe the Inſtructi- 
ons and Capitulations (Articles briefe) 
to be framed, as necre as may be confor- 
mable to the Lawes and Statutes of the 
' Empire. 

The whole Body of the Empire ſhall 
contribute to the entertainment of the 
ſaid Imperiall Armie ; and the States 
(hall make no difficultie co furniſh and 
pay, preſently after the publication, 12.0 
moneths of the contribution of the-Em- 
pire,called Romertzue. | 

The charges aud expences of quarte- 
ring the Armie, ſhall be defalked out of 
the faid contribution , in ſuch ſort, that 
thoſe who have beene at the charge of 
quartering and lodging the Souldiers, 
(hall abate out of their taxation ſo much 
as they have expended that way. 


The 
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The Emperour will call an Imperiall 
Dyet as ſoone as poſſibly can be, as well 
tor the ſetling and advancing of the faid 
contribution of. the Empire, as for the 
other publike affaires of the Empire. 

When the Peace ſhall be fully re- 

eſtabliſhed, chen all lodging of Souldiers 
and all forts of arming ſhall ceaſe. 
No forraine Forces ſhall be ſuffered 
to enter into the Empire, for any cauſe 
whatſocver.nor for the difference concer. 
ning the Palatinate. 

By vertue of this Pacification and 
Agreement, all other Vnions, Leagues, 
and Alliances within the Empire, ſhall 
be diſannulled and made void ; except 
the Agreements and ContraCts of Fami- 
| lies, made betwixt Noble Houſes. | 

The Emperour will hold good inte[li. 
gence with his neighbour Kingdomes, 
which doe no oppreſſion upon the Em- 

ire. 
: His Imperiall Majeſtie will reigne 
and governe the Empire with mildnefſe 
and clemencic, 
On 
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On the other {1de,the Electors, Princes, 
and States, will render him all the reſpe&t 
and obedience they owe him. 

Alſo good amitic ſhall be maintained 
betwixt the partics. 

For the advancement of the Peace,and 
of Iuſtice , the Electors, Princes , and 
States ſhall hold good correſpondence 
with the Emperour. 

The Conſticutions of execution, and 
that which is ordained by this Treatie, 
ſhall be obſerved againſt thoſe that ſhall 
keepe themſelves armed, in prejudice of 
this Pacificacion. 

Wharic ever ſhall be done and com- 
mitted av4initche tenor of this Treatie 
thall be held void ipjo fa&to, and of no va- 
Iiditie. | 

The Emperour doth promiſe, by Nis 
Imperiall Dignicie , to obſerve what- 
ſoever 15: concluded by this Treatie ; 
and the EleCtor. of Saxonie doth the 
ſame. 

It then the EleCtors, Princes , and 
States of the Empire, or the greater part 
Ol

of them , doe accept this Pacification 
and Agreement ; it ſhall be held for a 
common reſolution, and fundamental] 
Law of the Empire : in conformitic 
whereunto, the Iudges of Courts of Iu- 
{tice ſhall give ſentence againſt thoſe that 
ſhall infringe the ſame. 

The Emperour and the Elector of 
S$axonie have called to minde, that a con- 
cluſ1on of ſo high importance, which 
concerneth the whole Body ot che Em- 
pire, ought not to have beene made, bur 
ina Dyer of the Empire, orinan Aflem- 
bly of Deputation : Bur for as much as 
the urgent neceſsitie hereof, could not 
give leave toitay for the occaſionof ſuch 
an Aflembly ; it is by way of precaution 
declared, that this reſolution ſhall not 
pscjudice the right and libertie of the 
Empire, for the time to come. 

Three ſeverall Exemplifications in 
Parchment have beene made and ſigned 
of this preſent Treatie,and all of one and 
the ſame tenor : whereof , one was deli- 


vered to the Emperour ; the other,to the 
C 2 Elector 
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Elector of .Hentz, as Arch-Chancelhor 
of the Empire, to regiſter itamongſt the 
publike Acts and Records of the Em- 
pire ; and the third, to the Elcctor of 
SAXON: 

Given at Prague,the 30.0of Hay,1635. 
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eAn Extratt out of the particular 
Accord made betwixt the E mpe- 
rour and the Elefor of-Saxonie, 
touching the ioyning together of 
thetr eArmes. 


LL. the Forces: fhall be reduced 
into one Armade., which ſhall be 
called, The Armade of bs Imperial 
Majeſtic, and of the ſacred Empire ; and 4 
good part of it ſhall be left to the Elector 
of Saxonie,to be commanded. The pro- 
portion hall be this: If the Armie doe 
amount

amount unto 8oooo mien; the Emperour 
ſhall have 60000 of them ; which he 
ſhall cauſe to be commanded bytheKing 
of Hungrie, his Sonne: and the EleCtor 
of Saxonie (hall have z 0000 to command, 
and if the ſaid Electorhave foure orfive 
thouſand over and above that number, 
he ſhall be ſuffered to have them. All 
theſe Souldiers ſhall be entertained with 
the contributions of the Empire; and 
the. Receivers generall ſhall be tyed co 
furniſh to every Generall his rate,accor- 
ding to the proportion of the Body of 
the Armie which he ſhall command. 
It the Emperour happen to depart this 
life, the King of Hungarie,his Sonne, and 
he whom it ſhall pleaſe him to ordaine, 
ſhall continue the command of the Bo- 
die of his Armie. And if the Elector 
of Saxonie happen to dye , his Sonne, 
who is to be his Succeſſour in the E- 


lectorace, ſhall ſucceed his Father alſo 


in his place of Generall. If the ſaid 
Elector, or his Sonne, doe deſire to-be 
diſcharged. of the Bodie of his Armie, 


CE: he 
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he fball be fo; and the Emperour will 
enteaſt/'the Command of Crenerall of 
chat Body of the Army, to ſome other 
of the Confeſſion of Auſpureh ; ſuch as 
the faid EleCtor, and the Eletor of Bray- 
denburgh ſhall adviſe him unto. When 
any execution ſhall be commanded, and 
committed to one of the ſaid Bodies of 
Armies, it ſhall be obedient, co undertake 
it; without any diſturbance to be given 
unto them, in the ſaid execution, by the 
other Bodies of Armies: and it that Body 
benot found ſufficient for the aCtion, the 
others ſhall readily and willingly aſſiſt ic; 
To theeftetting whereof,the Generalls 


and Directors ſhall hold a carefull cor- 


reſpondence together , and ſhall direct 
all cheir a6tions to one and the ſame end. 


'*Fhey ſhall as ſoone as pollibly may be, 


and at the furtheſt, wichin fours or {1xe 
weekesafterthepublication hereof, take 


therr Oath of Allegeance unto the Em- 
perour and the Empire, as is mentioned

« being preſied with adverlities and

**Heretikes, and did commend the de- 
* ſperate ſtate of the Catholikes in Ger- 
* many to Gods good pleaſure, untill a 
© a more fortunate time and occaſion 
did offer it (elfe. Tohannes Paulu 
IVindeck taught the ſame doctrine a 
good while ſince, in his deliberation 
touching the rooting out of Heretikes, 
printed at Coles with the leaye and pri- 
viledge of the Czfarean Majeftie, art. 3. 
in the anſwer to the 4. Objectionp. 324- 
** That which the/Emperour did by this 
© agreement of peace grant to the Pro- 
® teſtants, hee was compelled to doe it

** was neceſlarie for him to gather toge-

«certaine, that it hath beene divers 
« times condemned in. the Empire, ne- 


« yer approoved, but onely tolerated 
and 
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« and that no injurie is herein doneto - 


« the Lutherans, who can ſhevy no title 
« or evidence for their poſleſsion or de- 
«tention, but onely force and intruſi- 
« O11. : When as on the contrary ſ1dethe 
« Catholikes, though they bee ſafe e- 
6c nough by the Preſcription of a moft 
*& ancient poſleſsion, yet for the more a- 
« bundant juſtification of their right, 
« they can make their titles and eviden- 
« ces appeare toall. 

Moreover, although the Treaty of 
Paſſaw were 'of undoubted authoritie, 
yet by the opinion of the Catholikes, 
the Proteſtants have very many vyaies 
violated that ſanction, and as much as 
in them lay, have utterly abrogated it : 
In regard that not onely after the pub- 
liſhing of it Arno 1552. and 1555. they 
did by force and intruſton , throwing 
out the Catholikes, take poſſeſiion of

Church- livings and Monaſteries ( a- 
monght which the Dominicans alone are

Declaration of the Peace of Religion 
concluded betwixt the Catholikes and 
Proteſtant Princes , and Nobles of the 
Empire, printed as it ſcemeth at Munchin 


1629. in arto. particularly ſheweth , 


bur alſo by very many new Doctrines: 
brought in touching the Vbiquitie of 


Chriſts Body, Free-will, the Maſſe or Eu- 
chariſt, they have ſo altered the Confeſ- 
 ſhonof Auſpurg ſet forth in the Booke 
of Concord 1580. That atthis day there 
areno Proteſtants found in the world, 
who doe ſtill Adhere to the true Con- 
feſsion of Auſpurg asit was preſented 
by their Anceſtors to Charles V. Anno 
1530. Beſides that, many Proteſtants ſea- 
ving the Doctrine of the Confeſsion of 
Auſpurgh, have in very many Articles 
| imbraced the opinions of Calvin, and 
- Zvineliu: From whence it appeares as 
 cleereas the Noone day, that ſince the 
Peace of Religion 1552. was onely gran- 
ted to thoſe that profeſſe the true Con- 
feſsion of Auſpurgh , and that all the 


Proteſtants 
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fromit, and many of them have decli- 
ned to the Hereſte of Calvin : They have 


long ſince deprived themſelves of all 
orace and priviledges granted unto them 
by the Peace of Religion, and have 
made themſelves unworthy of any fur- 
ther toleration : as the Booke of the 
Concluſion of Peace prooverh every 
point at large c.

I T. When he granted 
libertie of Religion to the Proteſtant 
States of Hungary and Auſtria, in his de- 
claratory Letter of the ſixth of Auguſt 
1606. ſaith, That as well thoſe Articles 
which belong ts Religion and the Ecclefia- 
ſticall Order, asthe reſt, arethu to bee un- 
derſtood, ſo farre forth as they bee not con- 
trary to his Oath given to the States at hi 
Coronation,for the defence of the Catholike 
Religion, and extirpation of Herefie. And 
for this cauſe the Emperour Charles 7. 
publiſhed a generall revocation of all 
thoſe things which hee confeſſed , hee 
ſometimes granted to Heretikes againſt 
his conſcience, dated at Bruxels 19. Sep- 
tember, 1555. Which was a little after the 
Peace of Religion granted by Ferdi- 
nand I. at Nurenberg and Auſpurgh ; 
with no other intention bur this, that at 
one andthe ſame time, hee might wil- 
lingly by himſelfe diſanull thar liberty, 


which 
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which beingicompelled byhis brother, 
he had formerly publiſhed; Whichthey 
doe at this day {uppoſe to'bee"triade the 
more ſacred and folemne, becauſe after 
the publication of the Couneell of Trent 
1564. by the Bull 'of: Pope' Pie the 1564 
fourth , which revoked all things that 
were granted in prejudice of the ſaid 
Councell : All Contracts , Agreements, 
and Ordinances, in thoſe points where- 
in they are contrary to the Decrees of 
the Councell, are by Law revoked, 
made voyd, and dilanulled ; and redu* 
ced tothe rules and limits of that Coun- 
cell, and ſoare judged to be. And this 4 _ 
is the reaſon why notwithftanding ao —_ 
cautions, aſſurances, and' Capirulations palt has 
whatſoever made to the contrary, the 
Auſtrians ever have proceeded, and ſtill 
doe in the reformation of Religion,and 
extirpation of Hereſte with open force, 
In the Paltinate, Bohemia, Hungary, Au- 
ſtria, &c. becauſe they believe all ſuch 
Agreements and Capitulations to bee 
fruſtrate, and yoyd in Law; and that 

C they 
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they carl bee confirmed -by no Oath or 
Contact whatſocyer. And that we may 
notdepart ahy furrher from our inten. 
ded diſcourle. Ferdinand II. then Arch- 
Duke of Gratz, now Emperor,although 
at. his. Coronation Anno 1599, hee had 
fully promiſed to the Nobles of the 
Confel5ion of Auſpurgh, and the Sub- 
jects of the three Hereditary Provinces 
of Styria, Carinthia, and Carniola, liberty 
of conſcience. Yet preſently upon it, in 
the very beginning of his Government 
by a publike Edi&, he drave all the He- 
retikes out of his Dominions, and ina 
ſolemne reſolution given unto the States 
of thoſe three Provinces at Gratz , the 
laſt of April 1599. he openly profeſſed, 
Thar thoſe Heretikes could alledge no 
priviledge either in holy Scriptures, or 
in any Law of God or man, forthe Ex- 
ercile of their Religion.. And.the ſame 
Emperour although by the ſacred 
Charter of Rodulph I I. Anno 1609. ſut- 
ficient proviſion was made for the 
States of the Kingdome. of PR to 
ave 
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have free Exerciſe of their Religion of 


both kinds, yet aſſoone as he tooke'up- 
on him the Government of that King> 
dome, hee demoliſhed divers of the 
Proteſtants Churches to the ground, and 
ſhut. up the Inhabirants in prilon : 
Whereupon ſoone after aroſe thoſe wo« 
full croubles in Bohemia. And nor long 
after that, 4nu0 1621. though, when hee 
was advanced to the Empire, hee had 
promiſed the States of Silefia, by'a 10- 
lemne agreement made betwixt them, 
that if they would leave the Party of the 
Prince Palatine Fredericke, hee would 
religiouſly preſerve all their Rights and 
Priviledges, both Eccleſfiaſticall and 
Temporall : Yet for all this, when the 
Prince Palatine was diſpolleſſed, he did 
preſently after with all the ſtrength hee 
could , contrary to his covenants and 
promiſes , every Where abrogate the 
Profelsion of Auſpurgbh. And although 
in the yeare 1619. at his Election at 
Franckford by a new agreement, a- 
mongſt other Articles of the Emperovrs

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Capitulation,; hee: had bound. himſclfe 
to the ;BletFors. and: Proteſtant Princes 
of:the ire; by a. particular'Oath for 
the defence; of the Peace of Religion in 
Germany: yet notwichſtanding , when 
hee: had gotten: :the-uipper. hand in: the 
Empire, hee did: by the Edict of refti- 
eution proſcribe all-the-poſleſsions of 
the Church, that. were in the Lutherans 
juriſdiction,and prohibited the Exerciſe 
of the- Religion of Auſpurgh in them ; 
which gave. the. occaſion of this mot 
bloudy Warrein Germany. And though 
now, the neceſsity of. his. affaites urg- 
ing-him to it» and -being ſpent with 
Warre ; he hath made a Peace for. forty 
yeares/Withthe moſt powerfull of the 
Pxoteſtants. | 

Yet hath hee not layd aſide his former 
purpoſe of caſting our all his adverta- 
ries under the name of Heretikes, and 
of ſtripping: them of all their ſtrength, 
under the colour of reſtoring the pot- 
{c{sjons of the Church, and of preſer- 
Ying no other Peacc in Germany but a- 
mongſt 


the Peaceof Germany, 21 
monglt Catholikes; holding himſzlfe 


to this reſolution, Thar Catholikes can 


hold no firme .Peace with Heretikes. 


T hat this was the intention of the Sa- 
cred [mperiall Majeſtie, it was in-pub- 
lique ſhew declared. by a Booke made 
by. his commandment at the Dyet- of 
Ratubone, and publiſhed a little after at 
Auſpurgh, in the yeare 1630. under this 
Title. The foundations of the Peace happily 
laid inthe ſacre.i Roman Empire,bythe ap- 
probation of Pope Yrban 8. and by the aſ- 
ſent of Ferdinand 2. Ceſar Auguſtus. 
'Fhat is to fay, Thatno firme Peace 
can be hoped for in Germany, but by the 
reſtitution of Religion, andthe poſleſ- 
fons of the Catholikes into. their for- 
mer ſtate and condition : Burt if at any 
time for the avoyding of a greater mil- 
chiefe, Peace had beene granted unto: 
Heretikes by the Auſtrians, it, was done 
but for a time, to the end, that ſome bet- 
ter occaſion being ſhortly after offered, 
the whole. burthen and weight of a 


Warre might be-turned upon them. So 
C 3 did 
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did Tobannes *Paulu Windeck clearely 
confeſſe not long ſince in the Conſul. 

tation above cited, p. 414. ir theſe 
words, The Tranſ-attion which Catho- 
likes have ſometimes male with Sefaries, 
they have made them ayming at this end, 
that other buſineſſes, beinz diſpatched in the 
meanetimezafterwards they might make and 
manage thi Warre wholly againſt Secta- 
ries, and turne the whole Weight thereof 
upon their backes. 

For ſo doth Peter Ribadeneira teach, 
that Chriſtian diſsimulation is to bee u- 
ſed, in his Booke de Principe, lib. 1. cap. 
26. p. 178. If great dangers bee feared, 
and Becanw in his diſputation of kee- 

ing faith with Hererickes, c. 10. þ. 89. 
faith, If the Lutheran Religion cannot bee 
conveniently hindrel, or driven out of a 
State,but with a greater damage tothe Com- 
mon-wealth, then it may bee tolerated for 
ſome time, untill a more fortunate ſeaſon, 
or occafion doe offer it ſelf e, as that Compo- 
fition of Peace teacheth, n. 1609. And that

med, according to their owne deſire, yet 
it doth ſecretly make che Emperour 
Maſter over all his enemies, yea, and 
ſole Lord and Maſter in the. Empire.

tie, but alſo (which was the Principall 
thing of all) he disjoyned and ſeparated 
the moſt powerfull of his enemies; u- 
ling this as a moſt certaine ſubtiltie to 
elude the ſtrength of his adverſaries, if 
he might be able to deſtroy thole being 
drawne aſunder, for whom he was too 
weake being gathered together. That

forces 
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forces united are ſtronger then divided, 
and that a common danger is to be kept 
off by concord, reaſon hath difated to 
all men, and experience hath confirmed 
to the Proteſtants. 

The Emperour who hath hitherto 
beene tog weake, when their Armies 
were joyned together, could find no ſu. 
rer remedy then the ſeparation of them , 
and whileſt hee doth with murtuall 
flughters deſtroy his adverſaries, he be- 
ing now growne mightier by the divi- 
flons and diſcords of the Lutherans, 
rurnes the faults of his enemies into the 
hope ofa Victory. This is the andieat 
cunning of the Houſe of Auſtria, having 
beene with bappy ſucceſle practiſed a 
good while 1ince by Charles Y. and 
Ferdinand I. Tohannes Paulu TWindeck, 
is a domefticall witnefſe hereof in his 
ddiberacion touching the rooting out of 
Heretikes, p.412.and ſo forward : whole 
words ought to bee to the Princes of 
Germany decretorie, when he ſaith : For 


the driving out of Seftaries t required. 
Firſt, 
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Firſt, a league and aſſociation of' Catholike 
Princes. Secondly, the occafton u not to be 
neglected, aud that u, when the Proteſlams 
money ts exhauſted. Thirdly, that #heC2- 
tholikes naay the more eafily (uppreſſe the 
Settaries, let them by the invention of di- 
Vers cauſes and pretences, pull 'theqs-aſun- 
der onefrom another, and that was pratti- 
zed by Charles V. very much to hu benefit. 
Fourthly,, let Catholikes get in forraine 
aides to their aſtiſtance;for the vanquiſh- 
ing of Seftaries : and onthe other fide, let 
thews uſe all the caution that may be, that the 
Seftaries get no aſfiflance from forrainers. 
All theſe things were moſt exactly ob- 
ſerved, in the Pacification of Prague , 
When as the League of Catholikes be- 
ing in name taken away by it, under 
the Title of Empire was framed an alſ- 
ſociation of moſt of the Princes with 
the Auſtrians , and preſently after, the 


ſtrongeſt of the Proteſtants, the Pala- * 


tines, the Heſsians, and they of Wirtem- 
berg, &c. were drawne away from the 
reſt. And leaſt hereafter they ſhould call 
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in aide from Forreiners for the defence 

of their cauſe; under pretext of Peace, 

Warre was denounced . againft. the 

French , and the Swedes, with: a moſt 

calamitous deluſion of the Saxon: Who, 

whileſt hee ſcekes a, private Peace rather 

then apublique ,_ whileſt hee laboured

any where propagated, much lefle firme- an abrong, 
ly eſtabliſhed : Bur on the contrary, of 
2 free Prince, and one that hath (ſo often 
triumphed over his enemies, he is made 
a Commiſlary of the Houſe of Asſtria. 

His Territories are become as a bul- 
warke to the Bavarians , and Hungari- 
ans. the profeſsion of the Confeſsion of 
Auſpurgh under lo noble a Protector, 
was thruſt out of doores in the moſt

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and beſt Provinces of the Empire, and 
was ſent away and confined within the 
bounds of Saxony and the Ocean. Him- 
ſelfe, the moſt miſerable of all, who did 
formerly draw from the Victories and 
toiles of the Swedes,his life, and ſafety of 
his Dignitic and Country being after- 
wards brought ſo low, that not being 
able to pay, he had rather turne bank- 
rupt, then be indebted, doth at this day 
alone beare the whole burthen of a 
moſt calamitous Warre, as being not 
onely ſhut out of the principall part of 
his Territories, but even doubttull and 
uncertaine of his life and ſafety. Surely 
by the moſt juſt law of requiting like 
for like, he ought to impute unto him- 
ſelfe, the prejudice, hee feelech through 
his owne fault; and he that had provo- 
ked the Swediſh Armes to be enemies un- 
ro him, being almoſt quite ſpent and 
ryred with them, doth faint and ſinke 
under them.

preſervation of his rights and territories, 
aud forthwith to ſhew his due thanke- 
fulneſfſe, hee appointed publike ſuppli- 
cations to be made for the preſervation 
of che King , who was now become a 
triumpher over his Enemies, a defender 
of his owne and a recoverer ofthe Ger. 


wane libertie , hee ordained the ſeventh 


day of Septemver, being as it were, con- 
{ecrated to the memory of that Victoy, 
to bee folemnely obſerved in all 


Churches 
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Churches of the profeſſors of the Gol- 
pel , and he did celebrate the Proteſtants 
day of deliverance, gotten by the Swedes 
in Bookes publiſhed through the whole 
Empire. Shortly afcer, as the ſpirits of 
thoſe that are moſt fierce in ſlaughters

Ro- 
dudph T I, intheyecares 1577. and 1699. 
and -gven 'Ferdinand I 1. in the yeare 
1617. Nay further, when the laſt gou- 
bles aroſe in Bohewia, the Silefans al 
lied the Bohemians their Confederates, 
andihey were oyer throwne inthe bat- 
tell of Prague , yet the SiJefians would 
not lay downe their armes untill Ferdr- 
dinand the 'Secand at a ſglemne Tranſ- 
ation made at Preſlap the .ane and 
twentieth of April, in the yeare 1621, 
religiouſly promiſed the States, that if 
they would renounce.the Ele&ion of 
the.

3. and againſt the 
Emperours owne Capitulation, in the 
36c Article » which ordarnes, That the 
principal member of the Empire, and the 
baſes and pillars thereof, the Eleftors ; and 
djpecially: the ſeculars, ſhould remaine wun- 
ſbaken. Neither is there any other co- 
lour given for that, unheard of proſcrip- 
tion , then the unhappineſle of the Bo- 
hemiap Watre : In which, when the 
Prince Ele&or Frederickethe Fifth, had 
engaged himſelfe as in a particular qua- 
reli, betyvixt the States of *Bohemza, and 
their King Ferdinand the Second. Fer- 
_d4tnand inthe meanctime, his good for- 
-ruhie favouring him, being advanced to 
the Empire ; out of a private caule, devi- 
ſed a publike crime ; and ſo farre tradu- 
ced all rhe actions of the Prince Palg- 
tine, undertaken againſt him as King of 
"Bohemia ; as to bring them within 
compaſle of treaſon againſt his Imperi- 


all 
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all Majeftic , when as hec had com- 


mired no offence at all, neirher-againft_ - . 


the Empire, nor Emperour : nay; on 
the contrary in the Aſſembly. of Frank- 
ford, had affilted Ferdinand the Second 


with his voyce , and did delire that ithe 


Controverhic , touching the Scepter of 
Bohemia, might bee decided by an ordi- 
nary tryall, all hoſtility laid afide. Nesz 
verthelefle, Ferdinand being growne 
the ſtronger not in right, but 1n power , 
and having averthrowne the Bohemians 
at the White Hill, commonly called 
Weiſſemberge : did not onely profcribe 
the Prince Palatine unheard , and his 
cauſe never underſtood : bur altfo ha- 
ving divided the Palatinate betwixt the 
Bavarians and Spaniards , did upon his 
owne private pleaſure, the States of the 
Empire being never confulted with ; 
orant unto Maximilian Duke of Bava- 
ria, the Ele&orall Dignitie, which hee 
had promiſed unto him, upon a league 
made betwixt them at M «»chen, long 
before the Bohemian troubles : and one- 
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ly chrough- private: and domeſticall ha- 
cred, deprived him of all his rights and 


right it belonged to take. cogniſance of 
cauſes mooved to the King. or Empe- 
rour ofthe Rowans. As if the Auſtrian 
Emperour could by any right transferre 
the moſt noble Fees and Seignories of 
the Empire, according to his owne pri- 
yate fancie; and beſtow them upon ſuch 
2s have deſeryed. well of the Houſe of 
Auſtria, meerely at his owne pleaſure : 
who, as it appeareth by the 28. Article 
of the golden Bull, cannot diſpoſe ſo 
much as of a-County, or any other eſtate 
or fortune being devolved ro the Em- 
pire, without the conſent of the States 
of the Empire. The EleCtorſhips , 
Dutchies, and Counties, be Fees of the 


Empire, not ofthe Emperour , but as hee 


is the Head, Miniſter, and Vicar of the 
Empire : and therefore he doth nor re- 
ceive the Oath of Alleagiance of the 
Princes in the name of himlelfe, bur of 


the Empire. And at the breaking up of 
the 
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the Dyect of. Auſpurgh, in the yeare 1555. 
it was ordained , that the Controverſies 
which; aroſe berwixt the States of the 
Empire, touching the Imperiall Fees 
and Seignories, ſhould not bee decided, 
but in the generall- Aſſembly of the 
States. And for this cauſe Henry the Se- 
cond, King of France, inthe yeare 1551. 
did by his Embaſlador juſtly com- 
plaine, before the States of the Empire : 
that Charles the. Fifth, his caule not be- 
ing heard, and his right negleQed,; had 
beltowed upon his ſonne © Philip the 
Dutchie of Milan and Vicarage of Si- 
ena, without their confent, or approba- 
tion. And the Emperour Rodulph T1.in 
the yeare 1598. did moſt Heroically an- 
[wer the. Spani/h Admirall demanding 
the Vicountie of Beſanzon in the name 
of the King his Maſter, Thatthe Fees of 
the Empire could bee taken away from no 
manuor be transferred upon any other with- 
out the conſent of the Eleftors and States, 
Certainely, according tothe ancient cu- 
tome of the feudall lawes, the: Con-

troverſies concerning Fees ought to bee 
determined by the Iudgement of the 
Peeres.

1. de feud. tit. x, 
ſec. 1. And they ought to determine Contro- 
ver fies touching benefices, who doe hold be- 
nefices of the ſame Lord, lib.1.tit.26. And 
alchough the Emperour did defire to 
haye ſuch an apparant injurie approo- 
ved by the States of the Empire, in the 
Dyer held at Ratwbone, yer the Electors 
of Saxonyand Brandenburgh, and many 
other Princes of the Empire did by their 
Embaſladors make proteſtation, and 
alleadge; That the Tranſlation of the B- 
leftorall dignitie upon the Duke of Bava- 
ria, was contrary to the Conſtitutions of the 
golden Bull, to the fundamentall lawes f 
#he Empire, tothe declaration of the Empe- 
rour Sigilmund the Fourth , to the cu- 
ſtomes of feudall ri;ht. andin a word, to 
the accords and copenants agreed upon be- 
wwixt the Houſes of the Prince Palatine , 
and 
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and Bavaria, long fince eſtabliſhed, by the 
providence of their forefathers . and 
ſtrengtbned with the proſcription of almoſ# 
300. yeares: Thas the Prince Palatine 
was condemned , being never ſummoned, 
never heard, and hit cauſe never opened : 
 Whenat hee nevertheleſſe was not the aus 
thor of the Bohemian troubles , and many 
that were partners inthe ſame crime, obtai- 
ned pardon of the Emperour ; and thats 
therefore they could not conſent to (uch 1 
precipitate proſcription, and ſtripping him 
out of hu Eſtate. And therefore alſo, 
when as the Emperour reje&ing all 
theſe exceptions, oppolitions, and pro- 
teſtations of the States , beſtowed the 
Fee of the Eleforate upon the Duke of 
Bavaria : the Embaſſadours of Saxony 
and Brandenburgh, refuſed to be preſent 
at the ceremonies of his Inveſture, leaſt 
by their preſence they ſhould ſeeme to 
have approoved ſo enormous an att of 
injuſtice. And alittle after, the ſame E- 
letors did by their letters fent to the 
Emperour from Amburgh ; complaine 


of. 


1624, 
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of the violation of the right of their 


| Colledge of EleQors; and by a pub- 


like inſtrument under their . owne 
hands, did confirme and make good all 
that had beene faid and done by their 
Embaſladors. And although the yeare 
following, the Duke of Saxony being 
drawne on by the cunning of Ludovike 
Landgraveof Darmſtadt,did at the Con- 
vention of Schleufingen receive the Duke 
of Bavaria, into the Septemvirall Col- 
ledge fora time, perſwading himlelte, 
that that Colledge being made com. 
pleate, an univerlall Peace would be e- 
ſftabliſhed in the Empire. Yet that ad- 
miſſion being made upon certaine con- 
ditions; he proteſted, hee intended not 
that any thing done ſhould prejudice 
the rights of the Houle ofthe Prince Pa- 
latine, nor the proteſtations exhibited 
by his Embaſſadors at Ratwbone : 
Which afterwards both in the Conven- 
tion at Mulhauſen, and at the Diet of 
Rat#bone , and in ſeverall Declarations 
and reſolutions, ſent unto divers Princes 
of 
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| of Europe , and even in thatleague made 


the Peaceof German —_— 


at Torgaw, in the yeare 1631. With the 
King of Sweden and Elefor of Brandey- 
burgh ; he did ever conſtantly acknows- 
ledge and affirme : having ' proteſted 


in all places, and before all men; that no . 


Peace was ever to bee hoped for in the 
Empire , without reſtitution of "the 
Houſe of the Prince Palatine. There- 


fore with what conſcience dareth hee at 


this day publiſh that Tranſ-aCtion to 
have: beene juſt, ſacred, and moſt proh- 
table to the Empire : Whereby, it 1s not 
onely certaine, that the equalitie of yoy- 
ces being taken away amonegſtthe ſeyen 
EleQors , the Proteſtants will ever goe 
downe the winde, but alſo, ſo long as 
there ſhall be one drop remaining lth 
Palatine bloud, from which this digni- 
tie if not regall , yet certainely nextto it, 
is ſo violently taken away againſt all 
right and Iuftice; it is manifeſt, that 
Germany will bee perpetually infeſted, 
with new troubles. For beit admitted, 


not granted , that the Prince Palatine 
| L hath

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bath by ſuch heinous crimes deſerved 
proſcription , and-ſtripping out of his 
Patrimony : By what law or right, are 
his children, brother, and all his Kin(- 
folkes, as innocent and giltleſle as him- 
ſelfe, though differing in cauſe, involved 
nevertheleſle in the ſame puniſhment : 
When as both his ſonnes before their 
Fathers offence had the Eleforall dig- 
nitie, belonging to them by right of ſuc- 
ceſſion , oF alſo by the Common law 
of Fees it is manifeſt, That the offence of 
one of the Heires of the Fee doth not preju- 
dicethe reſt, lib. 2. de feud. t. 78. and yet 
the att of a brother doth not hurt hu brother 
in hu Hereditary Fee. tit. 93. Yea more, 
if 4 vaſſall ſhall commit ſo enormous a 
crimes that he or thoſe that deſcend of him 
ought to be deprived of hu inheritance , yet 
bu kinsfolkes inthe fourth degree are to be 
reſtored tothe poſſeſſion thereof, lib. 2. tit. 
26. And therefore very wilely the Duke 
of Neuburgh being ncerer of kinne to 
the Princes Palatine, then to the Bavya- 
rians, obtained of the Emperour rever- 


fall 
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ſall letters, whereby proviftion was 
made, that this Tranſ-ation oFBle&o- 
rall Dignitie upon the Bavarian ſhould 
at no time, nor in any ſort prejudice the 
right of himſelfe, or of his, founded up- 
on a nearer degree of bloud. 

Neither doth this appeare to be aleſle 
argument of ſo barbarous an injurie , 
that the whole Eleforate being tranſ- 
ferred upon the Bavarian, yet the Ter- 
ritories are divided amongſt divers 
Princes ; and the upper Palatinate 1s 
aſligned to the Bavarian, and the lower 
ro the Spaniard, for the charge and ex- 
penſe of the German Warre. Whereas 
by the Conſtitution of the golden Bull, 
Chap. 25. (the title whereof is, Of the 
intireneſſe of the Principalities of the 
Eleftors) Thoſe Iluſtriouw and magnifi- 
cent Principalities, that # to ſay , the 
Kingdome of Bobemia, the County Pala- 
tine of the Rheine, the Dutchy of Saxo- 
uy, and Marquiſat of Brandenburgh, and 
their Lanas , Territories, and all other 
things belonging to them, cannot, nor ought 

L 2 upon 
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«p0u any condition whatſoever,be cut in pic- 
£85 divided, or diſmembred. 

The Bavarians perceiving the cauſe 
of tranſlation to bee entangled with 
theſe difficulties ; and having many ages 
ſince ſought for ſome pretext for their 
ambition, doe deviſe moſt ancient titles 
for their new ufurpation ; and doe af-

firme that the 'Ele&orall dignitie fovas 
Gewotiu de rot ſo much conferred upon them by 
Ferdinand the Second, of his grace and 
favour to them, as recovered for their 
due by force of armes; and if it being 
Caxcellarie moſt unjuſtly taken away from the 


avaria by Charles IV, inthe 


yeare 1354. was in reſpe& of affinitie 
tranſlated to the Family of the Prince 
Palatine of Rhyne: And that therefore the 
Prinees Palatine unjuſtly , but the Baya- 
rians molt juſtly did complaine of the 
alienation. of the Elecorall right ; and 


that they may. therefore lawfully com- 
mence their ſuite for the recovery of the 
' Profits thereof, which have beene enjoy- 
ed eyer ſince Charles the Fourths time. 


There- 
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"Therefore to the end ; thay the impu3- 
dence of this Impoſtuge mayabee made 
manifeſt to all men ic will be:neceſſary 
to open the ſtate of the whole matter 
from the beginning. Ever ſincethe firſt 
inſtitution of the Ele&ors ; the right of 
electing the Emperour hath beene in the 
power of the Counts Palatine, which 
werealſo Dukes of Bavarias' as is man1- 
felt by the ancient Hiſtories of thoſe 
times. And in the yeare 1215. by.the 
mariage of Otho Duke of Bavariazwirth 
Agnes, daughter of Henry thelaft Count 
Palatine , the 'Palatinate of Rhine was 
united with the Dukedome of Bavarias 
and Othohimſelfethe firſt of the Family 
of the Bavarians, in the right devolved 
unto him by his wife, became EleQor :

For if the Auſtrians, be- 
ing: conquerours , bee not-aſhamed to 
deale ſo ſhamefully with the Head*of 
the Electors, what can wee hope will 
become of the reſt: of the members of 
the Empire : who neither in power, nor 
dignitie, nor amitie of ſtrangers, areto 
be compared with him: ?

So Germany being 
ſubdued and brought under, and Lor- 
raine recovered , it ſeemed afterwards 
an caſie matterto invade France, to con- 


quer Holland , aad to _—> Britaine un- 


der the yoake, as being their due long 


ſince by a mariage with Spaine , as the 


Emperour confelleth in his Declaration . 
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ofthe cauſes and: benefits of the Peace 
of Prague, ſet forth at Baden the eighth 
of Tune 1635. That Peace being on thu 
manner ſettled , bis Nephew the King of 
Spaine will very eafily reduce the Hollan- 
ders to obedience. Therefore it is {o farre 
off, that by this Tranſ-action Peace and 
publike tranquillity hath beene ſought, 
that on the contrary the light of peace 
being every-where put out, warre hath 
beene kindled throughout all Europe ; 
and all the Princes whether they would 
or not, have beene entangled in the fa- 
tall armes of the Houſe of Auſtria. Mi- 
ſerable is the Peace, which is comman- 
ded by open force ! a moſt dolefull 
Tranquillitie, which troubles al things ! 
a moſt treacherous ſecuritie, which eye- 
ry one hath cauſe to diſtruſt / Certaine- 
ly, feare and terrour are weake bonds of 
love, which when they are removed, 
thoſe that ceaſe to feare, will beginne to 
hate. It is certaine; that a faithfull Peace 
. Can be onely there, where men are wil- 
lingly reconciled, and that it cannot bee

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the Peace of Germam, mi 


hoped to be of any long continuance in 
that place where ſervitude is aimed ar. 
* Certainely, no mortall man will con- 


tinue longer than needs mult in ſucha_ 


condition, as is irkeſome to him, and 


evermore in an uncertaine quiet:though 


concord doe in ſhew continue, yet the 
opening and remembring of offences 
paſt , will {till be feared. T hat is a true 
trranquillitie, which all men approve,and 
every one deſires, by which anger is tur- 
ned into friendſhip , hatred growes into 
leagues of amitie, and an equalitic be- 
ing obſerved among all, and the A- 
mneſtia extended to all the enemies 
either by greatneſle of good 
rurnes, or forgetting of 
injuries are turned 
to friends. 
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
